GOYERNOR ROMINSON'S YIEWS,

Goveroor Hoblnson said thai he was earnestly in
favor of the reforms inmogurated in the Siate two
yearsago. They were in l.hc_ direct line of what he
had always contended for in the Legisisture—Comp-
troller's office, Canal Board and Copstitutional Com-
mission, He was nominsted two years ago for Comp-
troller becauge of his well kpown record in regard to
such relormy. In his letter of acoptance ol the aom-
ioation for Governor, in bis lnuogural speech, in his
annual message, in all his velo messages hav-
ing any relation to that subject he had commisted
himsoll ws strongly as langunge cowld Lo carrying
oul, (o the utmost of him shillty, the reforms and
cconomles referred to. The resuits ol thecflorts of
the State admimstration, Includiog all the State
oflicers, are belure the public in the lurge reduction of
expenses nud (o o greatly decrensed Siate debt, The
corresponding reduction of tho burden ol (axation,
the arresting of frauus und plonder of the canbals, the
elevation of the tone of iutegrity and morality in the
digchurge of public duties; the breaking up ol the cor.
rupt iofluences ol the lobby, which tormerly sur-
rounded the Legislature nnd all the departmonts,
followed the reform moveinent,

KKEP THY PRESENT STATE OFFICHRS IN POWER,

Severnl years ago he retired
from active husiness, alier having amassed o large 1or-
tune, but oo the deakly ol Lis brother bo wid obliged 1o
resume gontrol of the aflairs of the goncern, unuil
within dtile more than a year ngo, when he turnsd the
establishmont over to tho two sons ol Lis decenses
brother and Me Coharles G. Emery, s sister's son.
